A “Census of Intentions” Now Being 
Taken at the Front 
While Private Citizen Smith and 
Private Citizen Brown are discussing 
and wondering “whether the *sturn- 
ed soldicr will go in for farming,” 
Private Soldier Smith and Private 
Soldier Brown are—doing it, 
Not till the able-bodied men re- 
turn can we tell how many soldiers 


-are likely to take up Jand and -farin

it. The chances are that the number 
will be large, if the men are convine- 
ed that the schemes for helping them 
will be so developed and worked as 
to offer a clear hope of success. 

A census is now being taken among 
Canadian soldiers overseas, and = on 
this it should be possible to base an 
estimate of the number — agricultur- 
ally inclined. The card issued for 
the purpose by the National Service 
Commission includes spaces to be 
filled up with each man’s name, age, 
unit and rank, regimental number, 
P.O. address before enlistment and 
Province. Each soldier is then ask- 
ed to answer the following questions: 


“Which are you, married, single 
or widower?” 
“Name and address of last em 


ployer before you enlisted?” 


“How many dependents have you? 
State relationship, sex and age of 
each.” 

“Whet were vou working at?” 

“Have vou a trade or profession? 


If so, what?” 

“Is your old position open for you 
on your return to Canada in nit con- 
dition?” 


“Do you wish to take your dis- 
chorge in Great Britain?” 
if 
“Do vou propose to make your 


home in Canada after the war?” 

“Do you wish to take up farming 
as an occupation?” 

“Have you ever worked on a farm? 
If so, how long?” 

“How much money de you expect 
to have at your disposal on your re- 
turn to Canada?” 

“Do you desire to take advantage 
of any available scheme of assisted 
agricultural settlement?” 

“If so, what province do you pre- 
fer to settle in?” 

“And would you, if necessary to 
gain experience, work for prevailing 
wages on a farm after your return, 
providing your dependents were — in 
the ineanwhile given the same sup- 
port as they now receive?” 

Meanwhile, the men- already back 
among us are those who have been 
invalided home. Men recovering 
from an illness, or disabled seriously 
cnough to prevent their return to the 
firing line, do not at first feel . like 
taking up the strenuous life of (a 
farm. 

Nevertheless, the vanguard of the 
military farming force is already on 
the spot. Several months ago, four 
returned soldiers in Alberta enrolled 
themselves as students in one of the 
Provincial Agricultural. Schools, at 
Vermilion. ‘Today, the records. of 
_Hespjthls Comission 
S mén have had their ap- 
plications granted for agricultural 
training, besides several passed by 
the Disabled Soldiers Training 
Boards and awaiting the comimis- 
sion’s approval. Of these 75, as many 
as 37 are in Alberta, 22 in Saskatche- 
win, 14 in Manitoba and the other 
two in Brifish Columbia. A consid- 
erable proportion are specializing in 
farm mechanics, 

The Training Board, it may be e¢x- 
plained, consists of a Vocational Of- 
ficer, a Medical Officer, and a_ third 
member, generally representing the 
Provincial Commission cstablished to 
help returned soldiers in finding em- 
ployment. When a man is found 
unable, owing ‘to any effect of his 
service, to take up his former occu- 
pation, he may claim the privileges 
of the Governinent’s Re-education 
Scheme. ‘That is, he is entitled to 
receive free training for a new occu- 
pation, along with free imaintenance 
for himself and his family while the

The number of returned men who 
have gone out on the land wy bs ge 
ently, is unknown, ‘but is probably 
large. For instanee, the Medicine 
Hat Branch of ‘the Alberta Provin- 
cial Commission sends the names of 
11 returned soldiers in that district 
alone, who are known to have taken 
up agriculture, Their nominal disa- 
bilities are most varied, Two suffer 
from shell shock; one has defective 
eyesight; one is short of two fingers. 
Three, including a man with = or: 
hand, are at work on their respective 
fathers’ farms, and a fourth has gone 
to the farm of another relative. Three 
have hontesteads of their own. One 
or these, by the way, intends taking 
a course of instruction in Gas Trac- 
tion Engineering presently, There 
tery are working for other farmers; 
and one has taken up ftuit and chick- 
jen farming in British Columbia. 

A similar story, doubtless, might 
be told of many other districts. 

To provide for the increasing num- 
ber of returned soldiers desiring an 
agricultural training, the government 
ot Alberta has arranged to keep one 
of the Provincial Schools of Agricul- 
ture in operation throughout the 
year. In the ordinary course, these 
schools are closed from April -1 to 
November 1, 

The school chosen is situated at 
Olds, 58 miles north of Calgary, on 
the Edmonton line, There, the men 
will receive twelve months’ instrue- 
tion, with the option of taking it 
either continuously for a summer 
and a winter, or in two winter courses 
separated by an interval which they 
can spend on a farm. 

In Saskatchewan the commission 
has made arrangements by which the 
returned men will ke trained at the 
Agricultural College of the  Provin- 
cial University at Saskatoon, Cour- 
ses of instruction, shorter and more 
intensive than those provided for 
ordinary students, have been planned 


for the ex-soldiers. 

In Manitoba, the Military Hospi- 
tals Commission has taken over the 
old Agricultural College at = Winni- 


peg. There soldiers will be able to 
get instruction and practice in many 
branches of land work. 
Poultry-raising will probably be 
taken up on a large scale there, with 
the co-operation of the Produce As- 
sociation of Canada. A deputation 
froin that body visited the Commis- 
sion in Ottawa the other day, and 
pointed out that there was a consid- 
erable field for partly disabled men 
at the marketing end of the business 
--for example, in cgg testing and 
grading, and in the grading and pack- 
ing of poultry. 
The old College at Winnipeg is 


cquipped- with green-houses, for win- 
ter gardening. There isalso a Ma- 


chinery Hall, 100 feet square, »where 
iien will be taught to use and repair 
farm machinery of all kinds. Men 
thus qualified are in great demand, 
especially in the West, where tractor 
farming has been developed on the 
largest scale. The Winnipeg repre- 
sentatives of big implement houses 
are co-operating in the work of in- 
struction, by the free loan of tractors, 
threshing machines, gasoline engines 
and other modern farm appliances. 

The great re-education centre for 
Ontario, at Guelph, just taken over as 
a going concern by the Military Hos- 
pitals Commission from the provin- 
cial government, is fully equipped for 
the most thorough agricultural train- 
ing. The property covers 850 acres, 
nearly all available for this use, and 
a great proportion of it already un- 
der cultivation. There is a large 
green-house, for gardening under 
glass; a model dairy barn; up to date 
machinery; and live stock .of all 
kinds complete the equipment for an- 
imal husbandry.

Fund in Holland 


The committee of the ‘*CEuvre dela 
Sante de I’Enfance Belge’ in Holland, 
inoved by the alarming and ever increas- 
ing mortality among the little children in 
Belgium, have since August, 1916, and 
with the permission of the German au- 
thorities organised the bringing of starved, 
consumptive, rickety and uiling little 
ones from Belgium into Holland, where

returned to their parents in Belgium, 
having gained an weight some 2 tv 4 Ibs, 
‘per week, : 

Unfortunately it is tot possible to do 
more Vor lack of funds, for there are at 
the present moment 15,000 or wore chil- 
dren waiting in Belgium for their turn to 
go to Holland, and the number increases 
weekly and especially since the deportas 
tions of slavery, Only 4 partial allevia- 
tion of the sufferings of these poor little 
oues is possible, hut we truet the appeal 
fur the funds made in Canada for the 
carrying on of this work and perhaps ex- 
tending it, will not be made in vain, 

From the point of humanity the little 
children of Belgium should come before 
all itt obtaining sympathy and relief, and 
you need only picture to yourself what 
you would do, were your child dying of 
starvation, to decide whether you will 
assist in this work, 

From the point of view of policy; re- 
member that these children represent 
Belgium ’s future, and that this penera- 
tion will have to build up the Belgium to 
come, How can it be done with a race 
of children whose most important years 
have been passed in conditions of starva- 
tion and sickness?
